OMAHA, Neb. (AP) - Sen. 
Robert F. Kennedy marched to 
v ictory in Nebrask a's Demo­ 
cratic p residential p rimary and

H. Hu mp hrey —with a su g g es­ 
tion that battered riv al Sen.

Miller-Holzwarth' s Future 


Miller-Holzwarfh, on* of Salem’s smaller M 
highly important indu stries, has become a 
su bsidiary of Baird-Atomic, Inc., of Cam­ 
bridge, Blass., as annoimced y esterday by Wil­ 
liam E. Miller. The mov e Is ex pected to 
strengthen the local organization and perhaps 
ex pand its facilities at some fu tu re date, in 
the words of John M. Dempsey , Jr., head of 
Baird-Atomic. 
Millor-Holzwarth was fou nded in 1155 by M1W- 
*r and John W. Holzwarth, two engineers who 
matu red into y ou ng ex ecu tiv es. Both were, at 
one time, with the Electric Fu rnace Co. her* 
and Holzwarth later with Salem-Brosiu s and 
Miller with Morse Instru ment Co. of Hu dson, 
where he was v ice president in charge of pro­ 
du ction and engineering. When the two start­ 


ed MtUer-Hdzwarth here in May ef IMS, Initial 
employ ment was 12 persons. 
The firm, u nder the able direction of Bill 
Miller, today employ es II and grosses llVfc 
million in orders annu ally . The plant on 
W. 
State St., specialises hi photography equ ip­ 
ment and manu factu res au tomatic printers 
which rang* hi v alu e from $100 to $251,000. It 
handle« mu ch contract work lor the armed sir» 
v ices, malting periscope« for tanks and ether 
armored v ehicles and is becoming more ae* 
ttv g in the broadening field of electronics. 
Under Baird-Atomk's broad scope of opera­ 
tion« , Miler-Holzwarth'a fu tu re appears bright­ 
er than Hs past. Ou r commu nity welcomes 
Baird-Atomic to its div ersified family of ev er­ 
growing indu stries and pledges Ms cooperation, 
whenev er needed. 


Czech Campaign Building Steam 


Growing ev idence of the su bstantial changes 
taking place within Czechoslov akia continu es to 
appear from many sou rces. 
Alex ander Du bcek, new chief of the nation’s 
Commu nist party , despite the military “warn­ 
ing" maneu v ers of Ru ssia, Poland and East 
Germany , continu es to lead his regime hi step­ 
ping u p the campaign to break away from the 
Kremlin’s domination. 
In fact, the Czechs are ev en talking tou gh. 
Monday night Pragu e Radio broadcast a stiff 
reply to critics in three nations. 


BY CONTRAST, a promient Czechoslov akian 
scholar has written an article in a Colu mbia 
Univ ersity pu blication in which be su ggests that 
the rise of more independent policies in Eastern 
Eu rope offers "entirely new possibilities for the 
dev elopment of contacts between East and 
West.” 
Hie Czech intellectu al writes that one of 
Czechoslov akia’s major foreign policy goal« is 
Is increase the cu ltu ral, trade and political re­ 
lations with non-Commu nist cou ntries. 
Significant, also is the fact that Prof. Vaclav 
Koty k’s article presents the first su ch article Is 
be written by n prominent Czech for an Ameri­ 
can pu blication since the Commu nists took ov sr 
Czechoslov akia. 
In this cou ntry it was greeted as an impor­ 
tant ex pression of the independent mood of the 
Intellectu als who are su pporting Mr. Du bcek’s 
liberalized regime. 
A statement in his article is of especial inter­ 
est to those who are closely watching the dev el­ 
opments in Czechoslov akia. He wrote: "It is 
therefore necessary to dev elop the relations 


among the nations in Eu rope in su ch a way 
that they may grow in peace, independence and 
freedom as well as in harmony and cooperation 
witti hu ndred« of millions Of people in other 
parts of the world." 
While Prof. Koty k wrote that the war in Viet­ 
nam has limited the "possibilities of coopera­ 
tion" between Eastern Eu ropean cou ntries and 
the United States, he emphasized that this has 
not affected contacts with Western Eu rope. 
And elsewhere there are Indications of grow­ 
ing warmth for the United States within Czecho­ 
slov akia. 
In another su rprising dev elopment Monday , 
the new regime asked the nation an u nu su al 
qu estion: "Is commu nism compatible with de­ 
mocracy ?'* 


THU QUESTION, along with 32 others relat­ 
ing to the v alidity of the Commu nist sy stem 
and its present practices in Czechoslov akia, ap­ 
peared in a qu estionnaire pu blished in the offi­ 
cial organ of the Czech Commu nist newspaper. 
R is believ ed to be the first pu blic opinion 
su rv ey of its kind ev er taken in a Commu nist 
cou ntry . 
AH of these heartening dev elopments are 
most sooou raging to the West Somehow we 
shou ld make it u nmistakably clear mat we wet- 
come the trend to greater freedoms in Czecho­ 
slov akia and are willing to su pport it. 
Ru ssia su ccessfu lly su pported Cu ba in break­ 
ing away from the West It wou ld be more diffi­ 
cu lt bu t shou ldn’t the United States su pport 
Czechoslov akia in its attempt to break away 
from the restrictiv e controls of Sov iet-dominat­ 
ed commu nism? 


A Matter of Faith 


It Is hoped—and ex pected—that participants 
In the Poor People’s Campaign win show by 
their actions as mu ch faith In this nation as 
was shown in them by the granting of a permit 
to bu ild a tent city . 
The American principle of a fu ll hearing for 
those who seek it was u pheld when leaders of 
the march were issu ed permission to erect shel­ 
ter for the 2,000 demonstrators to arriv e in 
Washington this week. 
The marchers will be hou sed in the area be­ 
tween the Lincoln Memorial and the Washing­ 
ton Monu ment. 


AS A MATTER OP PACT, a point was 
stretched to giv e permission to the marchers to 
pu t u p shelter. Precedent wou ld hav e been be­ 
hind efforts to prev ent a mass demonstration 
aimed at forcing passage of legislation by Con­ 
gress. 
Jacob Cfcx ey and his army of BOO men 
marched to Washington in 1004. Gox ey wanted 
gov ernment loans to states, cou nties and mu nic­ 
ipalities which wou ld prov ide employ ment to re­ 
liev e the long depression of the 1890s. 
Cox ey ’s army was driv en off the capitol 
grou nds with the leader and sev eral of his lieu - 
tenants arrested for trespass and u nlawfu l dis­ 
play ef banners. 


The Bonu s Ex peditionary Force of 19 W— 
15,000 strong — wanted immediate pay ment of 
adju sted compensation or bonu s certificates for 
World War I serv ice. 
The leader Walter W. Water, maintained al­ 
most military discipline and ex pelled Red agita­ 
tors. Patriotism permeated the ranks. -Nev ­ 
ertheless, when President Hoov er ordered their 
camp destroy ed by federal troops and District 
of Colu mbu a police Ju ly 28, 1932, sev eral were 
inju red. 
To attempt to arou se the conscience of Amer­ 
ica to special problems of some citizens throu gh 
ou t this cou ntiy is one thing, bu t to attempt to 
coerce the gov ernment into acting immediately 
on legislation with widespread ramifications is 
qu ite another matter. 
The amazing Civ il Rights March on Washing, 
ton fiv e y ears ago serv ed its pu rpose admirably 
and non v iolently . 


THE PRESENT CAMPAIGN has been de­ 
scribed as nonv iolent bu t “militant" and its, 
goals are different from the earlier march. It is 
u ndeniably an opportu nity for trou blemakers to 
ply their trade. 
It is hoped those in charge will not forget 
their responsibility toward a. gov ernment and a 
nation that permits them to air their griev ances 
in a manner that is—at the least — u northodox . 


The Urban Problem 


Rep. Frank Bow, R-Canton, has issu ed a 
timely reminder to members of Congress and 
their constitu ents who toss arou nd figu res in the 
billions when talking abou t solv ing all tbs ills of 
cities. 
Rep. Bow ex pressed amazement at the re­ 
marks of those who feel the gov ernment has 
not been spending money , on u rban problems 
and can dole ou t billions in the twinkling of a 
ay e. 
The cogressman said: “Those who talk glib­ 
ly abou t spending billions for the cities shou ld 
•top to consider the amou nts already spent, the 
amou nts that now are committed and the ac­ 
complishments that hav e resu lted from these 
massiv e ou tpou rings of federal dollars. 


"THEY TALK CASUALLY of 10 million new 
hou sing u nits, apparently abliv iou s to the fact 
that pu blic hou sing has been able to create only 
100,000 In 22 y ears," he stated. 
Rep. Bow has reason to be concerned He 
pointed ou t that the Hou se has ju st completed 
consideration on a bill that wou ld giv e $2 billion 
to the Department of Hou sing and Urban Dev el­ 
opment for the nex t fiscal y ear as part of a 
$37 billion package of federal akl to u rban ar­ 
eas in the 1969 federal bu dget. 
The congressman also is du biou s abou t tha 
fact that 21 different federal agencies are in- 
y olv ed in working on more than 100 u rban prob­ 
lem programs. 
Tha federal gov ernment has a way of entan­ 
gling Itself in bu reau cratic tape, wasting money 
and try ing to get ou t of the jam by spending 
m 


The problem—as the tax pay er well knows— 
Is that all that money going down the drain 
throu gh waste and application of u nworkable 
programs comes from higher and higher tax es. 
The u nsou nd Democratic theory of spending 
y ou r way ou t of a financial hole is beginning to 
catch u p with the cou ntry . 
The J oh n s on administration pu rportedly 
cou ldn’t u nderstand the relu ctance of Congress 
to ju mp at the chance to raise tares. A blind 
man cou ld hardly miss the foolishness of feder­ 
al financial policies. 


THE IRRESPONSIBLE federal approach to­ 
ward financial matters has often been the tar­ 
get of editorial criticism bu t in the care ef u r­ 
ban problems the consequ ences are especially 
tragic. 
Residents of the areas designed for help pro­ 
grams ex pect miracles to be pu rchased by tha 
billions talked abou t by politicians and leader« 
demanding change. 
Bu t the fact is they are doomed to disillu sion­ 
ment becau se the miracles will not come. 
They will find hot only that they were misled 
by the billions hocu s-pocu s, bu t that v alu able 
time has been lost in dev eloping reasonable so­ 
lu tions to u rban ills.

party shou ld hav e — ex cept 
y ou th power. 
Tbs y ou ng rev olu tionaries 
are in a series of s tre e t-a c tion 
____ 
splinters, ranging all the way from the swash­ 
bu ckling Progressiv e Labor Party to the Marx ­ 
ists who care not one whit what Lenin say s in 
his tract on “left-wing Commu nism, an Infan­ 
tile Disorder." Molotov cocktails, as well as the 
traditional kind, are far more romantic and 
leav e glowing embers not easily forgotten. 
Tbis is a seriou s matter to the Co mmunist 
Party . There is an establishment in his rev olu ­ 
tionary bu siness and the party , wants to hold on 
tight 
So it has directed its people to do more than 
pass resolu tions abou t black workers, the disad­ 
v antaged, and finance capitalism. 
To rebu ilt its base the “CP" has been ru n­ 
ning a series of secret strategy sessions, the 
first of which was held in a Chicago "Y” last 
April t and 7. 
••• 
INSIDE THE APPARAT this was billed as 
the “Indu strial Concentration Conference. This 
was no *‘prolit-cu lt’’ (proletarian cu ltu re) mock 
ru n-throu gh. 
Party leader Gu s Hall, hav ing been carefu lly 
briefed in Moscow recently , talked tou gh. He 
wanted a labor section bu ilt immediately . He 
demanded action at plant gates, in shops, and 
in a dozen indu stries. 
There were $0 “comrades" there, a third of 
them black workers. The concentration parley 
was to hav e been larger and there were to hav e 
been at least 10 more speakers. Bu t they were 
cu t oft by May or Daly ’s cu rfew after the city 
was cau ght u p in the backwa’sh of the Martin 
Lu ther King assassination. 
A nu mber of comrades were not sy mpathetic 
to Gu s Hall’s opening to the left, as the Italian 
party people say . They boy cotted the meeting 
and Gu s Hall saw red. 
“The dissidents are middle class," shou ted 
Hall, "with no u nderstanding of tru e commu ­ 
nism. As long as I am general secretary of the 
party , important meetings of this ty pe will con­ 
tinu e." 
Speaker after speaker — among them Labor 
Secretary George Mey ers, National Organizing 
Secretary Danny Ru bin, and black worker spe­ 
cialist Tommy Dennis — told the Commu nist 


Party high command that the time had come 
for ev ery party district to create a "labor com­ 
mission." 
Only the v ery small districts wou ld be forgiv ­ 
en if it was "impossible" to implement the 
directiv e. 
Cadres were to be set u p among workers in 
maritime (to recou p lost power), au to, steel, 
electrical work, needle trades, hospitals, meat 
packing, painting, fu r and leather, bu ilding 
trades, transportation. 
They were to get ou t to the plant gates with 
copies of the new Commu nist Party paper, the 
Daily World (not y et pu blished). TT)ey were to 
set u p shop committees. They were to ru n for 
office. 


THERE WAS TO BE no nonsense. There 
were to be special conferences in each party 
district to "draw u p plans that will inclu de the 
selection of plants and commu nities for concen­ 
tration, bu ilding shop and indu strial goals for 
recru iting." 
These plans were to be su bmitted to the Na­ 
tional Board for approv al no later than Ju ne 15. 
Within a few weeks the new 12-page, fiv e-day , 
10 cent Daily World wou ld be av ailable along 
With its 24-page, 15 cent weekend edition. 
The Commu nist paper wou ld hav e hit the 
streets earlier bu t there were problems, not the 
least of which was agreement on content. 
"We want to u nite the old and the new left,’* 
ex ecu tiv e editor Si Gerson, an old du eling an­ 
tagonist of mine, to'd me the other day . "We 
want a daily of interest to both elements." 
That will be difficu lt. Some of the new left 
are in Maoist cells. Others are in the hy perthy ­ 
roid Progressiv e Labor Party . Their cou rage 
age appears to be u nder 25. Many hav e no u se 
for the old-line ommu nist Party . 
These aggressiv e rev olu tionaries know their 
Mao better than their Marx . They worship at 
the board of the Gu ev ara and not old Karl. 
Some of them already are activ e in u nions in 
which their grandparent? were old-time radi­ 
cals. Sofne of the new left people commu te to 
Cu ba — and not for the su n, either. 
AFL-CIO leaders are apprehensiv ely watch­ 
ing the su dden u psu rging of these few y ou ng 
red-hots in recent months, agitating meetings, 
shou ting down contract agreements, denou ncing 
officials, and stirring action. 
It’s floor action not known since the Commu ­ 
nist Party of the ’20s and early ’20s captu red — 
and later lost — whole sections of American la­ 
bor. 
So, Gu s Hall, old-time rev olu tionary , ey es the 
parv enu es and orders his apparatu s to meet the 
competition. 
The going will be rou gh. Bu t the left will be 
fou ght ov erhard. 
These day s, the rev olu tion Is v alu able proper­ 
ty .

If the national elections were held right now, 
« he chances are the Repu blicans wou ld win by 
the biggest landslide in their history . 
Things cou ld change by Nov tmb*, bu t at 
present the discontent of the nation — often the 
prime factor in deciding a presidential contest 
— is more intense than it has be« ) since 1932, 
when economic depression swept the cou ntry . 
The Gallu p Poll pu blished ov er the weekend 
Indicates citizens are reacting to failu re of the 
administration to deal decisiv ely with the crime 
problem and other v ital issu es. 
The su rv ey shows that Nix on or Rockefeller, 
Repu blicans, cou ld defeat either Hu mphrey or 
Kennedy or McCarthy , Democrats. This means 
that » he Democratic party as a whole cou ld be 
fee v ictim of v oter resentment. 


THE PRINCIPAL REASON for the u nhappy 
mood of the electorate is fear. Streets are not 
safe. People hesitate to go to the mov ies or v is­ 
it friends at night. 
Of all the presidential candidates thu s far in 
both parties, only one —’ former v ice president 
Nix on — has spoken ou t u nequ iv ocally abou t 
crime, blaming the incu mbent administration 
for failing to dea’ effectiv ely Wi th the problem. 
He said in a recent speech: 
"In the last sev en y ears, while the popu lation 
ef this cou ntry was rising some 10 per cent, 
crime in the United States rose a staggering $8 
per cent. If the present rate of new crime con­ 
tinu es. the nu mber of rapes and robberies and 
assau lts and thefts in the United States today 
will dou ble by the end of 19 7 2.... 
"We cannot ex plain away crime in this cou - 
try by charging it off to pov erty — and wo 
wou ld not rid ou rselv es of the crime problem 
ev en if we su cceeded ov ernight in lifting ev ery ­ 
one abov e the pov erty lev el." 
Mr. Nix on then proceeded to ou tline v ariou s 
measu res that cou ld be taken to fight crime. 
Part of the trou ble, of cou rse, has been the 
passiv e attitu de of the gov erning au thorities to­ 
ward "marches" and "demonstrations." Ju stice 
Abe Fortas of the Su preme Cou rt of the United 
States has ju st written a book entitled "con­ 
cerning dissent and disobedience." 
He is qu oted by The New York Times maga­ 
zine as hav ing said that a college y ou th who is 
engaging in protest demonstrations "is not enti­ 
tled to immu nity if he directly and willfu lly in­ 
cites v iolence or insists u pon deliberately dis­ 
ru pting the work or mov ement of others.’’ He 
adds: 
“An organized society cannot and will pot en­ 
du re personal and property damage, whatev er 
the reason or occasion. 
“An organized society will not endu re inv a­ 
sion of priv ate premises or pu blic offices, or in­ 
terference with the work or activ ities of others 
if adequ ate facilities for protest and demonstra­ 
tion are otherwise av ailable." 
Bu t tie pu blic au thorities again and again 
hav e refu sed to enforce these principles and 
hav e not pu nished the offenders. In the city of 
Washington — where an ex ample of good gov ­ 
ernment presu mably shou ld be set — the people 
are liv ing in a kind of terror. 


RETAIL BUSINESS has been affected ad­ 
v ersely . Looting and arson hav e been co; mit- 
ted on a wide scale. Many bu sinessmen's asso­ 
ciations hav e blamed the au thorities for neg­ 
lecting to fu rnish adequ ate protection. 
What is happening here is not u nlike the man­ 
ifestations of fear in other parts of the cou ntry . 
All this will be reflected in the v oting nex t Nov ­ 
ember u nless there is a change for the better. 
When a su bstantial nu mber of the people are 
against an administration in power, they seem 
to be inclined to tu rn to the opposite party with­ 
ou t regard to the merits of the candies. 
Congress, too, cou ld find itself with a Repu b­ 
lican majority in both hou ses u nless between 
now and Nov ember Democrats awaken to the 
political meaning of an era in which campu ses 
are scenes of riots while other disorders are 
sweeping the nation, and criminals as well as 
irresponsible militants — ev en some with a 
good edu cation take adv antage of the u nrest. 
Nev er before has Congress been so contin­ 
u ou sly threatened with acts amou nting to an in­ 
timidation of the legislativ e body . Hie people 
are beginning tc show their disapprov al and are 
demanding policies of firmness.

DEAR FOLKS: We receiv e 
many letters asking what to do 
if y o u r ho me freezer STOPS. So 
lend an ear. I acqu irnj the fo l­ 
lo wing info rmatio n 
fro m the 
U.S. Department o f Agricu ltu re 
and wo u ld like to pass it o n to 
y o u . 
First, keep the freezer clo sed 
ex cept to take o u t the necessary 
fo o d o r to add dry ice. Do n’t 
wo rry If y o u kno w y o u ’ll hav e 
the freezer ru nning again in a 
few ho u rs. When the 
freezer 
sto ps, the po wer su pply may be 
oft o r the freezer itself may be 
o u t o f o rder. 
If the po wer is o ff, try to find 
o u t ho w lo ng it will be o ff. Then 
estimate abo u t ho w lo ng the 
fo o d will stay fro zen. With the 
f r e e z e r CLOSED, fo o d will 
u su ally stay fro zen in a fu lly 
lo aded cabinet two day s. With 
less than half a lo ad, wo t mo re 
than a day . A freezer fu ll o f 
meat will no t warm u p as fast 
as a freezer fu ll o f baked fo o d. 
The larger the freezer, the 
lo nger the fo o d will stay fro zen 
No w, if it will be sev eral day s 
befo re y o u are able to get y o u r 
freezer back in wo rking o rder, 
co nsider taking y o u r fo o d to a 
freezer lo cker plant. 
If an 
emergency o ccu rs, call them to 
see whether they hav e ro o m fo r 
v o u r fo o d. If space is av ailable, 
wrap the fo o d in plenty o f 
newspapers and blankets o r u se 
insu lated bo x es. Then ru sh the 
fo o d there. 
If lo cker space is no t av ail­ 
able and it lo o ks as if the freez­ 
er will be sto pped fo r lo nger 
than a day , u se dry ice if y o u 
can get it. Yo u may be able to 
bu y dry ice fro m a lo cal dairy 
o r a co ld sto rage wareho u se. 
Twenty -fiv e po u nds o f dry ice 
sho u ld ho ld the temperatu re o f 
a half-fu ll 10-cu bie-fo o t cabinet 
belo w freezing fo r two o r three 
day s. Pu t heav y cardbo ard di­ 
rectly o n the packages o f fro zen 
fo o d and then pu t the dry ice o n 
TOP o f the cardbo ard. 
No w then, what sho u ld v o u do 
with y o u r fo o d if it thaws? 
Partial thawing and refreez­ 
ing do es redu ce the qu ality o f 
fo o ds, . particu larly f r u i t s , 
v egetables and prepared fo o ds. 
Red meats are affected less 
than many o ther fo o ds. 
Yo u may safelv 
r e f r e e z e 
fo o ds that hav e thawed if thev 
STILL co ntain ice cry stals o r if 
they are still co ld — abo u t 40 
degrees F — and hav e stav ed 
at this temperatu re no lo nger 
than o ne o r two day s after 
thawing. 
Yo u can r e f r e e z e thawed 
fru its if they still taste and 
small go o d. Or y o u can u se 
them in co o king and baking o r 
fo r making jams and jellies. 
Be carefu l when y o u refreeze 
thawed meats and p o u l t r y 
Tests do sho w y o u can refreeze 
beef, v eal, and lamb that sho w 
no sign o f spo ilage. If the pack­ 
age has been o pened, the meat 


sho u ld be rewrapped befo re re­ 
freezing. 
i 
DO BE CAREFUL when y o u 
refreeze 
v egetables, 
shellfish 
and co o ked fo o ds. Do n't refr­ 
eeze any o f these fo o ds when 
they hav e thawed co mpletely . 
Bacteria mu ltiply rapidly in 
these ty pes. Re-freeze o nly if 
ice cry stals are still in the fo o d. 
Do NOT u se m e l t e d ice 
cream. 
E x a m i n e and smell all 
thawed fo o d befo re refreezing 
it. If its co nditio n (co lo r o r 
o do r) is po o r o r qu estio nable, 
GET RID OF IT. 
All fo o ds sho u ld be refro zen 
sickly . Tu rn y o u r freezer to 
„ie co ldest po sitio n so it will 
ru n co ntinu o u sly fo r awhile and 
fo o d will freeze qu icker. 
Alway s u se refro zen fo o ds as 
so o n as po ssible. 
So fo lks, if y o u hav e a deep 
freezer fu ll o f fo o d, y o u might 


keep this info rmatio n handy . 
Then y o u will kno w what steps 
to take in case o f an emergen­ 
cy . 
Bu t we do ho pe it nev er hap 
pens to y o u . . .

Distributed to Hospitals 


A new manual to arsist ho s­ 
pitals in planning, o rganizing 
and implementing pro grams fo r 
administering emergency cardi- 
o p ul m o n a r y 
resuscita­ 
tio n (CPR), has been issued to 
lo cal ho spitals by the Heart As­ 
so ciatio ns 
The bo o klet stresses that the 
planning fo r such a pro gram 
deserves the highest prio rity . 
Pro mpt applicatio n o f CPR 
measures can sustain life in 
victims o f cardiac arrest; 
it 
has been well do cumented. Such 
victims sho uld have the benefit 
o f an effective ho spital pro gram 
fo r survival. 
The manual co vers all phases 
o f a ho spital CPR pro gram, 
fro m the initial o rganizatio n o f 
a CPR co mmittee, with an o ut­ 
line o f its duties, to the after­ 
care o f patients who have been 
resuscitated. 
Sectio ns o f the publicatio n are 
devo ted to training pro grams 
fo r ho spital staff and ambulance 
perso nnel and fo r rescue squads 
who use the ho spital’s emergen­ 
cy services; co mmunicatio n o r 
alert sy stems fo r rapid mo bili­ 
zatio n o f CPR perso nnel; 
and 
the mo vement o f perso nnel and 
equipment in cardiac emergen­ 
cies. 
With develo pment o f the ho s­ 
pital as a CPR training center, 
instructio n can be ex tended to 
o ther gro ups in the co mmunity 
which are appro ved fo r this 
training, such as 
phy sicians 
witho ut 
ho spital co nnectio ns, 
visiting nurses, 
dentists, life­ 
guards and selected lay gro ups, 
including emplo y es in high risk 
industries, 
ana relatives o f 
heart disease patients, the bo o k 
let states. 
Prepared by the American 
Heart Asso ciatio n’s Co mmittee 
o n Cardio pulmo nary Resuscita­ 
tio n, the bo o klet’s reco mmenda­ 
tio ns are based o n currently a 
pro ved standards and

London Gold 
Price Hits 
All-Time High 


LONDON (AP) - The price 
of gold hit an all-time high in 
London today of $40.9 0 an otmce, 
then sellers drove.it b ack to 
$40.10. Even this was 9 0 cents 
ab ove 
Tuesday’s 
price, 
and 
trading among b ullion dealers 
was the heaviest since the free 
market in gold opened in Loo- 
don on April 1. 
The cause of the jump was 
not immediately clear. 
At the usual morning 
price 
fixing session, the price started 
at $39 .9 0, 
b ut 
heavy b uying 
forced the level up to $40.9 0. 
Then sellers emerged to settle 
the price at $40.10. 
This was $5.10 higher than the 
official price at which Washing' 
ton b uys and sells gold to the 
central b anks. 
Soaring prices could threaten 
the 
international 
two - tier 
system for gold arranged 
in 
Washington in March. 
The two-tier agreement pro­ 
vides for the United States to 
continue selling gold to the cen­ 
tral b anks at $36 an 
ounce, 
while private dealers trade on a 
free market where the price is 
allowed to fluctuate.

for nominations for governor in 
recent West Virginia history. 
In the most decisive outcome 
among statewide contests in the 
primary, John D. “Jay” Rocke­ 
feller IV of Charleston, nephew 
of the Repub lican governors of 
New York and A r k a n s a s , 
swamped two other opponents 
to win the Democratic nomina­ 
tion for secretary of state. 
The 30-year-old Rockefeller, 
former Peace Corps official who 
came to West Virginia as an 
antipoverty worker, is widely 
expected to b e a 19 72 candidate 
for governor. He was elected to 
the legislature two years ago.

The president of Florida State 
University has resigned in the 
wake of student protests in a 
censorship controversy as mili­ 
tant youths from Arkansas to 
Paris continue to disrupt aca­ 
demic life. 
French 
Premier 
Georges 
Pompidou charged the sit-ins at 
most of France’s 18 universities 
were part of an international 
plot. 
Fourteen Negro students at 
the University of Miami were 
arrested after they refused to 
leave the school president’s of­ 
fice where they were demand­ 
ing increased “b lackness” on 
campus. 
Farther north in Tallahassee, 
FSU President John Champion 
resigned after faculty memb ers 
narrowly 
defeated 
a 
motion 
calling on him to step down. 
Three other administrators also 
said they were quitting. 
From 20 to 200 students had 
stayed on the lawn in front of 
the 
administration 
b uilding 
since 
Thursday 
to 
protest 
Champion’s preventing pub lica­ 
tion of a story in the campus lit­ 
erary magazine. 
Tieir action was overwhelm 
ingly supported b y the faculty. 
Of the 14 arrested in Miami, 
12 were men and two women. 
They demanded that courses in 
Negro history and culture b e 
added to the curriculum and an 
increase in the Negro student 
b ody. 
University President Henry 
King Stanford replied that the 
university “cannot agree that 
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any certain percentage of the 
students and faculty will b e 
b lack b y Septemb er” and said 
he could not initiate curriculum 
changes. 
A university spokesman said 
there are now IK Negro stu­ 
dents out of an enrollment of 
16,000. 
Roosevelt University in Chica­ 
go suspended 21 more students, 
b ringing to 45 the numb er so 
disciplined for staging a sit-in in 
the president’s office last week. 
All 21 were arrested Friday 
and Monday during demonstra­ 
tions to protest the administra­ 
tion's refusal to hire Staughton 
Lynd on a full-time b asis. Ab out 
25 students continued the pro­ 
test in the president’s outer of­ 
fice. 
At the University of Arkansas 
in Fayetteville ab out 25 demon­ 
strators pfoketed the entrance 
of a printing plant to protest the 
failure of the student newspaper 
to print a letter from a Nej 
student. 
They identified themselves as 
memb ers of the Southern Stu­ 
dent Organizing Committee and 
the Black Americans for De­ 
mocracy. They said the letter in 
question was in reb uttal to an 
earlier letter the paper printed 
which attacked Dr. Martin Lu­ 
ther King Jr.
